While no definite amount baa 
been specified, a works programme 
totaling something like $15,000,888 
would be required f of British Co¬ 
lumbia's employment needs at the 
present time. Premier T. D. Pat¬ 
tullo explained this morning. 

The Premier i* awaiting an answer 
from Ottawa on British Columbia's 
proposal for a provincial programme 
of works, separate from the federal 
plan, which would be financed oa 
funds loaned by the Dctnlnlon Gov¬ 
ernment at a low rate of interest. 

It was evident, the Premier pointed 
out. that the suggestion of a 850.- 
000.000 federal programme to cover the 
entire Dominion, of which BC. might 
get $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 on a pro¬ 
portionate basis, would not handle tha 
situation here. 

If the combined works in British 
Columbia reached a total of $15,000,- 
000. however, this would put prob¬ 
ably 30.000 men to work and would 
taka three time* this many. Including 
dependents, off the relief list. 

The work, naturally, would be of a 
diversified character, according to the 
needs of tha province. 

The Premier indicated the . pro¬ 
vince's policy on refunding would have 
to be a waiting one for the present 
time, following the refusal 6f the Do¬

measures taken for the defence of Russian frontiers 1 
in the Far East “is a sty m the eye of the Japanese.” 

His main argument is that Japan is preparing Man¬ 
churia as a military base for future operations against 
his country, consequently, "this compels us to prepare 
for eventualities.” 

So much open' talk of war in the East and in 
Europe by government spokesmen emphasizes the dif¬ 
ference between the old and the new diplomacy. ITiere 
were almost universal declarations in the early sum¬ 
mer of 1914 to the effect that not for many years 
had the prospect of international conflict been so re¬ 
mote. Only a week or to before the Sarajevo assas¬ 
sinations in June of that year such protestations—in 
Germany, in France, and in other countries—were 
common. But the course of events only went to 
prove that underneath this veneer of international 
amiability and accord forces were at work which 
precipitated the most costly war in life and treasure 
the world had ever known. Ten years earlier there 
was a similar prelude to the war between Russia and 
Japan. From St. Petersburg and Tokio, while the 
tension between the two governments existed, there 
came assurances that a breach in diplomatic relations 
would be averted. Indeed, on the very n$ht Admiral 
Togo started out for hit attack on Port Arthur with 
a first-class flee: under his command, foreign cor¬ 
respondents at Tokio were still being suavely informed 
that the prospect of composing the differences between 
the two countries was still bright. But it way be 
•' hoped that at there is now so much brazen talk of 
" w>r , the various countries indulging m it may if they 
" ; t»lk' about it long enough—exhaust themselves in 
nothing more serious than battles of words. 

Unfortunately, however, there is a sinister condi¬ 
tion which can not be ignored. Although it will be 
admitted that Japan has a case for territorial expan¬ 
sion. her constantly-growing population is clamor¬ 
ing for, and eventually will have to have, more •elbow- 
room.” But she went the wrong way about achieving 
her object. She has antagonized the rest of the world, 
and it would appear that the war party still is in the 
saddle in Tokio. Whether this element will be able 
to force the country into a war with Russia remains 
to be seen. Her attitude so far has incurred Russia s 
distrust, and that country, as VoroshiloH said on Sat¬ 
urday, has prepared “for eventualities. 

An eminent officer of the British Royal Air 
Force observed some time ago that Russia’s air-fight¬ 
ing machinery is as near perfect as it could be. In¬ 
cidentally. Lord- Rothermere’s recent article in 
The Sunday Pictorial on "The Coming Air War' 
carried an imposing picture of Russian army 
airplanes flying m formation over Moscow To the 
layman this suggests that Russia is formidable.in the 
air, while her mechanized army, no longer dependent 
-■ upon inadequate railway facilities, moves prominently 
into the military picture, it is to be hoped, however, 
that both countries will recognize m time that a war 
between them would be disastrous for both, and that 
its reaction would be felt all over the world.

WELL KNOWN JOURNALIST DEAD 

The recent death at Ottawa of Mr. E. W. 
Grange is keenly regretted by Canada's journalistic 
ffaternity in which he was a prominent figure. Mr. 
Grange went to the capital about twenty-five yean 
ago as a special representative of The Globe of To¬ 
ronto and soon became one of the most popular mem¬ 
bers of the newspaper corps there. He enjoyed the 
confidence of all the political leaders, and was on 
terms of intimate friendship with both Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Sir Robert Borden. He it one of the 
few survivors of the hand of newspapermen who 
worked in the press gsllery in the brsve days when 
the House of Commons wss charmed with the elo¬ 
quence of the two great leaders, and of such promi¬ 
nent supporters of both as Fielding. Sifton, Graham. 
Foster. Monk and Northrup. Subrequently Mr. 
Grange became the Canadian representative of Reu¬ 
ter's press service of Great Britain and acted in that 
capacity until his death. He had many friends fa 
British Cojumbia. which he visited on several occa¬ 
sions, who will share the regret of his Ottawa col¬ 
leagues over his death.

or WHAT IS HE AFEAID? 


So long as he remains leader of the government 
at Ottawa. Premier Bennett will nuke no "spectac¬ 
ular” bid for a relurn 'o prosperity, according, to his 
own statement made before the annual banquet of the 
Toronto Board of Trade last night. We quote the- 
Prime Minister’s words from the Canadian Pies* dis¬ 
patch as follows: 

X know you are asking youmlv**— I* it possible 
to make any satisfactory progress unless you do 
something spectacular that appeals to the Imagina¬ 
tion of all the people? I would like to promise you 
a spectacular move that would make you hip-hurrah 
—but, gentlemen, you dkl too much of that a few 
year* ago. forgetting that some day the bills would 
have to be p*ld. W* can not offer you anything 
spectacular—nothing but thrift end hard work. 

This admonition to the people of Canada—in- 
eluding the unemployed—to be thrifty and indulge in 
hard work strikes an odd note at this stage. What 
the*unemployed, and'the rest of the people of the 
country who are fortunate enough to have jobs, are 
wondering is why Mr. Bennett does not do something 
spectacular instead 1 of boasting about the manner in 
which he has turned an unfavorable trade balance on 
a 42.400.000.000 turnover into a favorable balance 
on e #900,000.000 business. His economic philoso¬ 
phy, of course, is in enigma. 

Conditions in Canada now undoubtedly are better 
then they were twelve months ego; but the government 
of which Mr. Bennett is the leader can not claim one 1 
bit of credit for the improvement. Practically the 
whole of the business increase is attributable to the 
favorable reaction of the operations of NRA in the 
United Stales. The NRA has saved this province's 
shingle business, because it has accepted the code, 
which, while not having the force of Uw in this coun¬ 
try. has complied with the regulation voluntarily, thus 
protecting itself. The NRA has saved the paper and 
pulp industry of Quebec for the same reason. 

The difference between Premier Bennett end 
President Rooeevelt i» that the Utter wes not. end it 
still not, efraid to employ spectacular measures to meet 
a set of abnormal emergencies, while the former ob¬ 
viously is afraid to move out of the ordinary rut lest 
certain interests which were largely responsible for 
electing his party to office may take umbrage. Mr. 
Roosevelt is a wealthy men—close to the men in the 
street. Mr. Bennett is a wealthy man—almost as re¬ 
mote from the man in the street as Mars. 

If Mr. Bennett really wants to know what the 
people of Canada think about his government's edinm- 
ui ration of the affairs of this country, whet they 
think about hia dictum of thrift and hard work when 
there is little with which to be thrifty and precious liuU 
work, he can find out by bringing on an election 
without delay. The verdict would he a demand for 
that very spectacular bid for prosperity which he seems 
determined to shun as if it were the plague.

The last two shape* 
require a larger amount of croquette 
mixture than the otVrs. The following 
suggestions for shaping may help you. 

To shape croquettes, first thoroughly 
wash hands and rinse in cold water but 
do not dry. Take a rounded tablespoon 
of the mixture and place on a molding 
board and shape quickly with flnge*^. 

Roll the mixture Into a ball first. Then 
If not wanted In this shape, roll to a 
cylinder aind flatten ends. If a cone Is 
wanted, flatten only one end and 
gently roll with greater pressure on 
other end. 

Th« inside of all croquettes should 
be soft and creamy and the outside 
ertap and brown. 

Lamb croquettes are typical of any 
meat croquette The seasoning 1* 
changed for different varieties of meat 
but the basic rule remains the same i 
whether fish. fowl, or meat is used.
